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WAO6ZGI

Stanley Towle’s name is pronounced toll. like a toll road, 
not towel. like the bathroom towel. He is one of our oldest 
working members and has been a PAARA member since 
1964. Most of us know him by his 
call: WA6ZGL. Stan. Stan will be 
celebrating his 78" birthday this 
year on November 8 and he will 


probably still be working on a —— : 


daily basis. He is one of the 
friendliest. yet quiet and humble 
hams that I have had the pleasure 
of knowing. You have probably 
seen him over the years at the flea 
markets providing his skill as the 
hot dog chef. (See the April 03 
issue of PAARAgraphs) 


Stan was raised at “The Alberti- . 


num’, a Catholic orphanage in 
Ukiah, California. He did not 
know his parents. He later moved © 
to the “St. Vincent’s School for 
Boys’, in San Rafael. This was to | 


be his home and family until he 7 } 
graduated from High School there ie 
in 1942 at seventeen years of age. Ee 
He still keeps in touch with one of dis, 


the surviving nuns who in reality _ 
became his mother image during 

those formative years. This par- 

ticular nun is probably in her nine- 

ties now and lives in the “Dominican Sisters Mother 
House’. at Mission San Jose. The Dominican nuns main- 
tained rather strict discipline in school during those years. 
They were known for striking the misbehaving students 
with just about any type of object. It wasn't until 1936, 
when California amended the school discipline rules, that 
there was much change in procedures. Stan can remember 
that the Hamilton Army Air Base: San Quentin Prison: the 
San Francisco Bay and the Pacific Ocean surrounded the 
High School campus and dormitory. That meant that the 
boys felt they could not escape. even if they tried. St. Vin- 
cent’s graduated a number of Olympic swimmers and other 
valuable athletes as they maintained an active sports pro- 
gram. Stan remembers studying Latin for two years in High 


School, although he cannot recall any of it today, and still 
wonders why they were required to study it then. 

Upon High School graduation in 1942, Stan moved to 
Modesto to attend a trade school and learned about com- 
mercial painting in the trades. He actually worked as a 
painter for a short period of time prior to enlisting in the 
U.S. Navy at the Stockton recruiting office. He was only 
seventeen and required a parent’s signature and approval to 
join the Navy. Stan found a jobless person in a local park, 
paid him five dollars, and this person pretended to be Stan’s 
father at the recruiting office. He even signed all the forms 
for Stan!! He never did identify himself, nor did Stan see 
him again. The Navy hustled Stan down to San Diego 
where he completed boot camp and became a qualified gun- 
nery seaman. He was assigned to the Navy Landing Craft 

Infantry and was placed on board 

LCI 1088 and immediately sent to 

the Marshall Islands. He saw ac- 
oe tion in Enewetak, and later on the 
i Ulithi Atoll in the Caroline Islands 
as his landing craft was equipped 
with rockets & mortars. After this 
mission, Stan was transferred to 
the Bikini Island area where the 
atom bomb tests were being con- 
ducted. He, and many other Navy 
seamen, were issued plastic sun- 
glasses and told to stand on deck 
and watch the atom bomb tests. 
There were two of them, one under 
the water and one above. which 
created a lot of radiation fall out 
throughout the whole area. Stan 
can remember a lot of ships an- 
chored at various distances from 
the blasts so the authorities could 
determine the damage sustained by 
E the blasts. Stan claims that he has 

#2 not experienced any health prob- 

oa aie lems from this activity, so far. The 
= Navy did not provide any other 
type of personal protection during 
those tests. The Veterans Affairs Hospital’s are still treating 
survivors of those tests. 

On April 3. 1945, Stan arrived in Japan during the assault 
on Okinawa. located on an island at the southern tip of that 
Country. His landing craft was again equipped with rockets 
& mortars to assist in delivering the 1“ Marine Division 
onto the shores of the island. He stayed on that island for 
the next four months and had the opportunity of traveling 
around regularly, usually by hitch hiking with other U.S. 
military vehicles. He remembers going to a high cliff area 
where many Japanese soldiers were said to have jumped 
into the ocean to commit suicide. There were supposed to 
be thousands of bodies located along the rocky beaches.

however the Marines had closed off the area and wouldn’t 
let him in to view the site. Apparently, little has been writ- 
ten or recorded about this event in history. 

The Navy honorably discharged Stan in San Diego during 
September of 1946. He initially returned to the Modesto 
area to take a job as a commercial painter. However, when 
he learned of the construction boom in San Francisco. spe-

cifically the West Lake area, Stan moved to The City. Dur- 
ing this time. Stan became rather interested in sheetrock or 
drywall application. This was part of the painting trade and 
few experienced construction people really knew much 
about how it should really be done. That was 1948 and to- 
day is 2003 and Stan is still working with sheetrock and 
drywall applications. Actually the word sheetrock was a 
trade name of a manufacturer. so the real terminology is 
drywall application. Stan is considered in some circles to be 
an expert in this area of construction. Although he super- 
vised thirteen commercial applicators of drywall at one 
time during his construction career. he only takes the occa- 
sional special job or unique repair today. That is 55 years of 
work experience and he does not appear to be any worse 
physically than a man forty vears his junior. In fact. this 
may be the secret to longevity. hard physical work. Ask 
Stan sometime about the differences in the manufacturing 
formulas for sheetrock or drywall. You will be amazed at 
his intimate knowledge of this form of construction. For 
example, do you know what a wet wall application is or 
better yet. can you describe the types of cheesecloth: paper: 
or spark gap paper used in the manufacture of dry wall ma- 


terial? 

Ask Stan about his experiences at Stanford University: 
DeAnza College: Foothill College or Canada College. He 
has attended them all!! Not as a student. but as a construc- 
tion foreman providing his special talents as a dry wall ap- 
plicator. He may even provide you with the secret informa- 
tion about how weather has a dramatic effect on drywall 
applications depending on the geographic location of the 
construction site. 

On May 3. 1949. Stan married Virginia and it wasn’t long 
before Stan was the proud father of two daughters and two 
sons who all grew up in Menlo Park where Stan had pur- 
chased his first home in 1951 for $13,000. 

In 1961 Stan convinced his wife and one son to take the 
ham radio classes from Don Johnson, W6QIE who pro- 
vided this training from his home in South San Francisco. 
Don had previously used K6USN when he had been work- 
ing with the Navy during the war years. Don was very well 
known as a teacher and active ham during the sixtics 
throughout the Bay Area. In 1961 Stan earned his techni- 
cian license and was issued WA6ZGI. his son was issued: 
WAOZSW and Virginia was issued: WA6ZLW. It should 
be noted that his son was only six years old when he passed 
those tests at the FCC office in San Francisco. He won an 
award for being the youngest ham at a ham fest in Oakland, 
later the same year. Stan also had another surprising 
ELMER in Father Ferdinand Spieler, W6QLN of San 
Jose. Father Spieler was a physics professor and Priest at 
Santa Clara University.

Although he 
was not a movie buff, 
he was able to view 
every new movie that 
was ever released and 
| really enjoyed the edu- 
cational types of films. 
Stan believes that another ham, W6LYD. was helpful in 
getting and keeping that job. 

Stan divorced in 1981 and moved onto his boat in the ma- 
rina at Pete’s Harbor in Redwood City where he lived for 
eighteen vears. He made another sacrifice in 1982 when he 
was able to quit smoking and drinking. cold turkey. 

Although he had been active in the Northern Peninsula 
Electronics Club during the sixties and had joined PAARA 
in 1964. Stan really didn’t become ham active until 1982. 
He had chummed around with some friends over the years. 
For example. Dusty K6MPN had been cooking the hotdogs

at the flea markets for years and introduced Stan to that ac- 
tivity, which he continues today. (K6\/PN is now a silent 
key and is remembered by SCARES, the South County Ama- 
teur Radio Emergency Service, who use his call sign for 

their repeater). 

During the early 80’s, Stan was located and approached 
by a woman in Spokane, Washington. who as it was discov- 
ered. was his long lost sister. Through much communica- 
tion and visiting Stan was able to compile a rather thorough 
genealogy of his families past and other relatives. He also 
has another sister (Betty) living in San Luis Obispo who he 
has yet to meet. They correspond by writing every month or 
so. It was unbelievable for him to finally come to an under- 
standing of his life. One of the new relatives happened to be 
a San Jose Attorney by the name of Elaine Houser Thurman 
who over many years. was able to assist Stan in proving his 
date of birth and location of birth. Armed with this new 
documentation, Stan ultimately was able to convince the 
Social Security Administration that he really did exist and 
was finally able to obtain a U.S. passport. This may not 
sound like such a big deal for those of us who have never 
experienced this type of identity crisis. however. I can as- 
sure you that this would have been a significant event for 
Stan. 

In 1995 Stan, armed with his new U.S. passport. joined an 
old friend of his from the orphanage. Father Lacey. and be- 
gan a series of overseas adventures for his vacations. He 
spent 3 wecks in Ireland and 4 weeks in Scotland on differ- 
ent holiday trips. The most exciting trip for Stan to date was 
the trip to Rome. Italy. where on August 15, 1999, he actu- 
ally met the Pope. kissed his ring and had his photograph 
taken with him. 

As a result of keeping his friendship with another class- 
mate from his original school and home, Stan is currently 
working full time for, Liberty Fuels, Inc.. where he is in 
charge of designing. producing and manufacturing the 
training films and videos as well as being the point man for 
the Company President. This company sells natural gas to 
the commercial consumer. You probably do not even know 
the difference between CNG, which is compressed natural 
gas still used for cooking. heating, ctc., and LNG. which is 
liquid natural gas. Ask Stan. He may explain to you how 
LNG is 99% pure gas and is generally used in powering ve- 
hicles. much like the natural gas powered Ford ranger truck 
that he drives!! 

Stan currently uses three different dipoles for 10-15-20 
meters and an all band vertical antenna. He operates a 
Collins KWM2 and a Kenwood 570D, as well as a hand- 
held or two mobile. He is an active member of the Quarter 
Century Wireless Club and has been on their on board ship 
cruise. 

Stan Towle is a man of many talents and an active ham. 
We are rather proud that he isa member of PAARA.

Technical Tip

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Jay, WA6SBO, recently resigned PAARA's BoD Secretariat in 
order to fill the role of Emergency Coordinator in his home 
town; the following is a recent memo describing the Countywide 
desk top drill. [editor] 


The HMB Emergency Drill of 2003 April 10 

Some twenty or so Emergency Preparedness professionals 
from the Half Moon Bay community met at the Fire House 
this morning to perform a desktop drill. We were hosted by 
Chief Jim Asche and facilitated by Robert Kinsman of 
Emergency Management Associates. The drill was relevant, 
realistic and provoked a good deal of brain storming on our 
part. Numerous action items were discovered and | will 
mention only those that pertain to the ARES / RACES vol- 
unteers here in Half Moon Bay. 

The scenario was that of an unidentified cause of flu 
symptoms over the past weeks where people were being 
hospitalized (and dying) at an increasing and startling rate. 
(This was not unlike the Severe Acute Respiratory Syn- 
drome epidemic now ailing the world). All, for drill pur- 
poses, limited to San Mateo County. was compounded with 
a press release by the United Liberation Front’s announce- 
ment that they had just “liberated” our water supply! At the 
end of the desk top drill we found the simulated 
“liberation” of our water supply to be propaganda and dis- 
information and that after a pathogen had been identified 
the major thing the public needed to know was that their 
drinking water needed to be boiled before use. 

Four desks were deployed in the Emergency Operations 
Center for the functional separation of tasks: Command. 
Operations. Logistics and Planning / Finance. We hams fall 
under Logistics but in the course of an emergency any of 
the three others may request our services thru the Logistics 
Commander. Our two services explicitly are communicat- 
ing at the EOC to other “outlying” centers (¢.g.. another 
Fire House, Red Cross or a school. etc.) and shadowing 
some Operations personal (e.g.. the Water Dept. repair 


crew) providing them with a link back to the EOC. Our ser- 
vice to the EOC was described as Strategic Support since 
we'll not be involved in Incident Command nor Dispatch. 

The drill was mostly a discussion of resources and de- 
ployment tactics confined to What-Ifs focused by the sce- 
nario. 

The following is a list I compiled of To Do Tasks for 
some or all of us — at least consider how these issues may 
impact your emergency preparedness: 

eEar phone(s) for use with transceiver for non- 

interference in public meeting rooms. 

e Pocket calculator (computer) for Away Team desk 

work. 

e Fire House’s unbuilt radio port & uninstalled roof anten- 

nas need work and drill. 

e Voice Recorder is handy for tracking items to be ac- 

counted for later. 

e Practice access with your own Lap Top / WiFi 802.11b 

LAN at the Fire House. 

Cal Am Water Company has a computerized dispatch 
center in Montara that may well be unmanned during an 
emergency since their staff will be deployed in the field: we 
ARES communicators need to practice / drill with Cal Am 
staff and equipment as we may be called upon to staff that 
Network Operations Center (NOC). 

Finally I want to thank Chief Asche and Mr. Kinsman for 
their valued efforts. Thanks to Dennis, KC6PUN and Bill, 
NOBCT for attending and contributing to the discussions. 
Thanks also to Peter, KD6BXY at the Redwood City OEC 
for his Net Control operations throughout the drill. 
WAO6SBO, N6BCT, KC6PUN and KC6PUM checked in 
at 8:00 am. and KC6PUN responded to 2 roll calls during 
the drill.

\ The Field Day Trailer 
The morning after the Friday evening 
PAARA general meeting on April 4/03 
dawned with a clear sky and a rather comfortable weather 
day. Meeting at the trailer storage facility in Redwood City 
at 9 AM were the regulars; Gerry Tucker, N6NV. his 
really capable brother, Rich Tucker, and Terry Finn, 
AF6TF. To everyone’s surprise. along came Doug Teter 
KG6LWE, a PAARA member who just happens to be an 
experienced low voltage contractor. He brought many of his 
tools & special equipment that were so helpful in complet- 
ing the various little jobs that had been identified earlier in 
the project. 

The group was able to obtain electrical power from 
AF6TF’s 7500 watt generator that was stored nearby and 
the work party continued happily and without serious injury 
or incident until about 12:30 noon. KG6LWE and Rich 
Tucker rather carefully handled almost all of the important 
metal & woodcutting. N6NV was finally able to complete 
the wiring repairs to the rear trailer brake. tail & clearance 
lights, so they are now all in working order. The exterior 
door locking devices were initially installed by AF6TF and 
will be further secured & supported by some rather special 
material being manufactured by Rich Tucker. 

The tire situation has been handled by N6NV who has 
been able to locate and purchase two new wheels & tires. 
which will be on the forward axel that has the electric 
brakes, installed. It should be noted that both Rich and 
Gerry Tucker spent a lot of their personal time. blood. 
sweat & tears on removing the wheels and ultimately re- 
moving and replacing the tires. 

KG6LWE was able to create a really nice opening in the 
rear of the trailer where both portable towers could be 
moved into and transported or stored inside. This will ulti- 
mately become a locking storage door and allow the users 
better control of their time and resources. It is amazing how 
things can actually get done when several minds come to- 
gether and the work party is under the supervision of the 
Master himself, Gerry Tucker, N6NV. 

The PAARA Board of Directors has authorized the ex- 
penditure of some funds for the purchase of a small gas 
powered generator that will accompany this trailer in the 
future. Vic Black, AB6SO, is chairing that generator com- 
mittee with assistance from AF6TF. The work party has 
not yet removed the old. large generator that is installed in 
the trailer. However, as mentioned before in this column, 
any PAARA member is authorized to come and pick it up 
and remove it during a work party session. It is believed 
that the old generator may make a good boat anchor. 


We are still seeking carpenters. carpet layers. electricians, 
painters & graphic artists for this official Club Project. The 
work party will NOT meet on April 12 due to the Flea Mar- 
ket (although the long range forecast is calling for a wet 
weekend then, anyway). We do plan on Saturdays, April 
19 (Easter), April 26 and May 3 between 9 AM & Noon as 
the next meeting dates. 

This trailer will be ready for Field Day. However. there 
are still a number of smaller, aesthetic items that require 
attention and those will be detailed and assigned on the next 
series of Saturday work parties. Please bring your own tools 
and equipment. (We require a ladder). Coffee and dough- 
nuts would be a nice touch (especially from those who have 
not yet come down to assist). There are no restrooms. wa- 
ter or electricity at the trailer site which is located in the 
rear RV parking area at Harbor Village. 3015 East Bay- 
shore Road, on the east side of 101 in Redwood City.
